Tending to prevent any sharp break 
in prices is the fact that the carryover 
of principal crops this year will be ccn- 
siderably smaller than normal, it was 
said.

Egg Salad With Onions 
A Good Luncheon Dish 


By JUDITH WILSON 


WHEN you wonder what you 

should serve, consider a salad. 
Whether it is for luncheon, dinner, 
supper or a pick-up smack in the 
afternoon or evening, there is a 
salad that is just right. When the 
thermometer soars, everyone en- 
joys crisp green things. 

Keep your salads light and cool 
when they are served as an ac- 
companiment, but make them as 
nourishing as you wish when the 
salad is the main course. 

Luncheon Eze Salad 

Line a chilled salad bowl with 
crisp lettuce leaves. Shell and slice 
12 hard cooked eggs amd peel and 
slice 5:medium-sized, mild onions. 
Arrange the onion and eggs in 
alternate layers. Over them pour a 
dressing made from 4 tablespoons 
salad oil. 2 tablespoons sharp 
vinegar, 114 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, 42 teaspoon paprika, 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
and 1 tablespoon minced Parsley. 
Sprinkle the top of the salad with 
% cup grated American cheese or 
a little crumbled Roquefort. Six 
servings.

Frozen Fruit 

Prepare a cooked dress- 
ing as follows: Blend 1 cup sugar 
and 4 teaspoons cornstarch. Add 
1 cup pineapple juice drained from 
1 large can Pineapple rings and 
cook in a double boiler until the 
mixture is thick and clear. Pour 
slowly over the Slightly beaten 
yolks of 2 eggs. Add 6 tablespoons 
orange juice, 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice and a few grains salt. Return 
to the double boiler and cook until 
the mixture has reached the con- 

sistency of custard. Chill. 
Now combine 1 cup sliced straw- 
berries, % cup pineapple drained 
cut in pieces, 83 medium 
marshmallows cut into Small pieces 
and a few grains salt. Whip '% cup 
cream until stiff amd fold into 1 
cup of the cooked salad dressing 
and add to the fruit mixture.
